This number, however, 
does not iuclu.de the trees in the parks or 
squares. To eare for these trees a corps 
of inspectors is constantly on the watch. 
The1 soil about them is frHjuently re- 
lieived, and iron guards are placed around 
youug trees to pr.'tect llu-ni, says the 
Municipal Journal. 
To pi-evc'it the in- 


jury to trees which is caused by the as- 
phalt ami sidewalks shutting out the 
water, a circle of at least '.) feet in 
diameter around the base ol each tree 
is kept free from asphalt or any pave- 
ment. This circle is generally covered 
\\ith an iron grating. 
The trees aiv 


watered by the street hose, ami large 
excavations are made around the trees 
*» lliut the water can colled about the 
base of the trunk and percolate to the 
roots. Many kinds of trees are planted, 
I'ut horse chestnuts are great favorites 
because they put forth their leaves so 
early in the year.

lated (hat Paris has at least one tree for 
every one of its inhabitants, and the city 
oHicials fully appreciate the great good 
that lite trees do toward improving the 
health rate.

NEARLY A TRAGEDY. 


x iitrec Men Narrowly JEscapc Drown- 


ing at Blron. 


Joe Schultz, Tony Schultz aad 


Adolph Xevovski had a narrow escape 
from drowning on Friday while at- 
tempting-to cross the river ia a boat 
at Biron. 


The three men had entered the boat 


just above the dam. and pushing- off 
from the shore, ihey were caught in 
current and swept.over the dam before 
they could do anything- to save them- 
selves. 
Some of gates ia the dam 


were opea and this made a stronger 
current thaa. they figured on. 
The 


two Schultz brothers made their way 
to shore all right aad had no difSculty 
with the exception of a thorough wet- 
iag-. but young- Xavovski was unable j 


" to swim and managed to catch hold of 


a rock that jutted out of the current 
just below the data. 


The water was so swift here that it 


was impossible to reach him -with a 
boat, but a rope was thrown to him, 
which he fastened about his body and 
those oa shore pulled him to safety. 


"When he reached shore however, he 


was pretty well filled up with water, 
and his companions took him to the 
engine room of the mill aad used their 
best efforts to resuscitate him, which 
they succeeded in doing after some 
work. 


The boys lost a wheel which they 


were carryiag with them in the boat, 
as they were unable to fiad it after 
they had got ashore themselves. 
It 


was indeed very lucky that the acci- 
dent did not result ia the drowning- of 
oae or more of the occupaats of the 
boat, they beiag favored bv the fact 
that the accident happeaed very close 
to shore. 


Curtis appeared at Auburndale on 


the morning- of the 25th and spent 
the day in loafing- about the place. 
He had all the appearance a'nd actions 
of a common tramp, and no especial 
attention was paid to him- The next 
day it was reported that an unknown 
tramp had got mixed up in a druoken 
brawl, during- which he had received 
a severe beetiug-, from the effects of 
which he was liable to die. The man 
was ia the village lockup, from where 
he was removed to the hospital at 
Marshfield when it was found "that his 
injuries were liable to prove serious. 
Here he died without gaining con- 
sciousness enough to tell those about 
him what his name was. 


It subsequently developed that the 


man who had beaten Curtis was John 
Kennedy, who resides at Auburndale. 
Mr. Kennedy stated that he had 
been awakened in the night by his 
wire who, had heard, a noise as if 
»ouie oae was try*nS' to get into the 
barn or that something- was the mat- 
ter with the horses- Kennedy got up 
and went into the yard where lie was 
met by a man who attacked him with 
a club- 
Kennedy showed figfht and 


knocked the fellow down aad then 
proceeded to punch his head. After 
this the man seemed to be senseless 
and Kennedy summoned some of his 
neighbors aad hitching- up his team 
the man was taken to the village 
lockup. 


He lav here for two nights and not 


gaining- consciousness the doctor in 
charge concluded that he had been 
injured seriously and had him. taken 
to Marshfield and placed in the hospi- 
tal, where he subsequently died. An 
inquest was held and the jury ren- 
dered a verdict to the effect that 
Charles Curtis had come to his death 
from the effects of blows administered 
on the left side of his head by one 
John Kennedy, and also that the blows 
had been administered in self defecce.

EocssreJt with Gun in Hand is Tramping 


Over Game Preserve in Old 


Virginia. 


Manassas, Va.. Nov. 1.—In the fitful 


glare of locomotive lanterns President 
Roosevelt; at 4:30 this morning stepped 
briskly from his private car ia the rail- 
road yard here and greeted cordially the 
little group of newspaper men, special 
officers and railroad men who had gath- 
ered to see him start on his hunt for wild 
turkeys. He was attired in a khaki suit 
with leggings and over- this was a k-ng 
heavy overcoat. A black slouch hat was 
on his head as he alighted from the car. 


A servant handed to him a double- 
barreled shotgun which the threw fa- 
sailiarly into the crook of his left arm. 
Kecretary Root, who had preceded the 
President from the train, wore a canvas 
t-hooting suit, an overcoat and a golf cap. 
The President after a quick survey of 
the starlit sky remarked to Mr. Root 
that they were in luck as to the weather. 


Travel on a.Tie Pass. 


The President and Secretary Root were 
joined by Surgeon General Rixey. Secre- 
tary Cortelyou and J. T. Leachmaa^ sher- 
iff of Prince William cc-UEty. 
Sheriff 
Leachrcan was to act as the guide of the 
party on the turkey hunt. 
The party 
trudged for a quarter of a mile along 
ihe maze of railroad tracks to the car- 
riages in waiting to convey them to the 
shooting grounds. They were followed 
by servants. carrying a big hamper 
of mineral water and luncheon. As he 
walked briskly along the President re- 
marked to Secretary Root: "I have 
iramped ties before in my time." 
"Yes," responded the secretary with a 
snggescoa of irony in the toae of his 
voice. "I have often thought that there 
vras no active exercise so restful 10 the 
wearied mind as the tramping of railroad 
r:e« " 
At Ball Run Battlefield. 


The party entered carriages and start-

Shade Trees in Pari«?7 


The city of Paris, France, spends 


about .?50,000 every year -a maintaining 
its trees. There are about S7.SOO trees 
in the city, and they grow in rows along 
the sidewalks. This uuaiber, however, 
does not include the trees in the parks or 
squares. To care for these trees a corps 
of inspectors is constantly 011 the watch. 
The soil about them is frequently re- 
neired, and iron guards are placed around 
young trees to .proiec-t ihe:u, says the 
Municipal Journal. To prevent the in- 
jury to trees which is eausea by the as- 
phalt and sidewalks shutting out the 
water, a circle of at leas: 0 feet in 
diameter around the base vt each tree 
is kept free from asphalt or any pave- 
uieur. This circle is generally covered 
with au iron grating. 
The trees are 


watered by the street ho.--e. auu large 
excavations are made aroHisd the trees 
so that the water can cwllect about the 
base of s!ie trunk and percolate to the 
roots. Many kinds of trees are planted, 
but horse chestnuts are jrrpar favorites 
because they put forth their h-sves sw 
c-ariy in the year. 
It has been calcu- 


lated that Paris has at least one tree for 
every one of its inhabitants, and the city 
officials fully appreciate the great good 
thai the trees do toward improving the 
health rate.
